The Examiner lias alleged that an election of species is required amongst the following 

groups: 

1) lgGl,IgG3JgG3 or IgG4 antibody; 

2) Any one of the following amino acid residues at position 60; Asparagine, Glutainine, 
Hisridine, Lysine or Arginine; 

3) Any one of the following amino acid residues at position 61: Proline, Glycine, Alanine, 
Vaime, Leucine or Isoleucine, 

In response, while not conceding to the Examiner's allegations, Applicants hereby elect 
in the above identified species categories, an IgGI antibody with asparagine at Kabat position 60 
and 3 proline at Kabat position 61 . Claims that read on IgGl includes Claims 59-63, Claims chat 
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read on iin IgGl anribwdy thar also has umino acids modified ar position 60 include Claims 60 
and 61. CJaims that read on an IgGl antibody that also have amino acids modified at position 60 
and 61 include claims 62 and 63. 

As this; is an election of species, and not a restriction, die Examiner is reminded of 
M.P.E,P. § 809.02(c) (B) (1) which prescribes diai when a generic claim is found to be allowable 
. . - iill claixns to each of the additiona] species that are embraced by an allowable claim ... that 
claims drawn to the non-elected species are no longer withdrawn since ibey are fully embraced 
by the allowed generic claim. Claim 58 is generic.
